Bv«ry play of any consequence was a sig- 
nal for renewed outbruets from the stud- 
ents, who wer» there to oheer thoflr team 
to victory and th»y did It with a will. 


Almost Incessantly, throughout the af- 


ternoon, the Oskl wow of California wae 
mingled with the Rah, Rah, Rah of Stan- 
ford. 
N'ot for a minute was there a lull j 


in the noise. 
The enthusiasm was epl- I 


demlc and everybody, ono and all, shout- i 
ed themselves hoarse and many wended j 
their way home.unable to speak above a ; 
whisper. 
There were no regre's, how- j 


ever, for they had Just seen on-i of the j 
best football games ever witnessed on the 
Pacific ooast. 


The tiers or seats, where the fair sox 


predominated, were Just one mas.i of col- 
or, evenly divided between the l.lue and 
gold of California and crimson of Stan- j 
ford.

fantlcally throughout the entire game, 
and at critical periods they would stand 
up. wave their colors and add their voices 
to those of the men In cheering 'heir fa- 
vori'tes on.

trainers. It was work, and hard work, 
every day'with the ultimate result that 
the two teams came upon the field this 
afternoon as n:ar perfect as It wa? pos- 
sible to be. 
Team work was everywhere 


evident and the game a strictly scientific 
one. 


The advance sale of seats surpassed all 


previous records by far and the two man- 
agers were Justified in their belief of yes- 
terday that the attendance would be a 
record breaker.
